SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OP  THE  AREA 


For  the  following  information  I  am  indebted  to 
Mr.  R.  W.  Turner,  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector, 
whose  work  during  the  year  under  review  it  represents. 


WATER_SUP_PLY 

Main  water  supplies  remain  consistently  good. 
All  parishes  have  a  piped  supply. 

4112  dwelling  houses  have  an  internal  supply. 
35  houses  have  external  standpipes,  whilst  28 
houses  still  rely  on  wells  and  expose  a  population 
of  52  to  some  risk. 

Six  wells  were  closed  during  the  year. 

SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 

The  district  is  served  by  20  pail  closets, 
and  4175  water  closets,  the  latter  discharging 
into  some  2 4  publicly  owned  sewage  works.  In 
addition,  there  are  273  cesspools. 

19  samples  of  effluent  were  examined.  The 
quality  of  most  effluents  conforms  approximately 
to  requirements. 

PUELIC  CLEANSING 

House  refuse  is  collected  at  fortnightly 
intervals  by  direct  labour  and  disposed  of  by 
crude  tipping  at  Husbands  Bosworth,  Kibworth  and 
Holt.  The  Kibworth  Tip  has  been  specified  for 
the  dumping  of  cars  and  other  refuse  as  required 
by  the  Civic  Amenities  Act  of  1967*  and  continues 
to  be  extensively  used  for  this  purpose.
